The size is the space enclosed in the outer border lines — the first measurement given being the one parallel with the 
printed title. The contraction ca indicates the approximate size of a map or plan not enclosed by border lines. 

In this index the scale is given in English statute miles, or in the customary subdivisions of the same. Where the 
map gives the scale in nautical miles a reduction has been made to the statute mile. For tliose maps in which no scale is 
given an approximate one has been calculated, when possible, which is shown by the contraction ca and enclosure in 
square brackets. 

Owing to the imperfect numbering of the plates in the first volume of the journal the number of the page is also 
given for better identification.
